Head Coach 


Doug Daigneault, entering his 17th year as head coach of the Loyola War- 
riors/Concordia Stingers, continues to add to his impressive list of awards 
and achievements. In 1982-83 he guided Concordia to a 24-5 record, their 
third consecutive Quebec University Athletic Association championship, and 
was named Conference ‘‘Coach of the Year’ for the fourth time. His lifetime 
record at the westend campus stands at an incredible 368-200 mark with 
eleven league titles, including an unprecedented string of 66 consecutive 
victories in league play from 1968 to 1972. 


This past spring, coach Daigneault was selected to serve on the National

Coach Daigneault’s daughters have 
also excelled in competitive sports. Lois and Debbie have attended Clemson and Miami Universities respectively, on swimming scholar- 
ships, while Julie is a member of the Canadian National Swim team, and holds the Canadian Record in the 800 metre freestyle.
